Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anmended by addi ng Section
2-3.131 as foll ows:

(105 ILCS 5/2-3.131 new)

Sec. 2-3.131. Pr eki ndergarten program

(a) The St at e Board of Education shall devel op

qui delines for and adnini ster a prekindergarten program The

program shall be avail able each school year on a voluntary

basis to all children who are 4 years of age on Septenber 1

and whose parents are residents of this State.

(b) The school readi ness goal of the programshall be to

provide a developnentally appropriate preschool pr ogr am

enphasi zing growh in each of the foll ow ng areas:

(1) Lanquage and literacy, wth activities for

children participating in the programincludi ng wi thout

limtation understanding and telling stories, recognizing

pi ctures, words, and stories, recognizing the al phabet,

and understanding that witing i s conmuni cati on.

(2) Math concepts, wth activities for children

participating in the programincluding without limtation

counting and sorting objects into qgroups, recognizing

shapes, and making conparisons of size, shape, |ength,

and wei ght.

(3) Science, with activities f or chil dren

participating in the programincluding without limtation

exploring the natural environnent, observing seasonal

changes, conmmuni cati ng observati ons, and using neasuring

(4) Arts, with activities f or chil dren
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participating in the programincluding without limtation

expressing ideas and thoughts in creative ways, painting,

drawing, and sculpting, listening to nusic and singing

sonqgs, and recogni zi ng col ors.

(5) Physi cal devel opnent, with activities for

children participating in the program including w thout

limtation nmovi ng with bal ance and coordi nati on,

participating in indoor and outdoor physical activities,

and using witing tools, puzzles, scissors, blocks, clay,

and conputers.

(6) Personal and social conpetence, with activities

for children participating in the program including

wthout Ilimtation playing and worKking cooperatively,

following classroom rules, and interacting positively

with other chil dren

(c) Goals for parents whose children are in the program

shall include without limtation actively participating in

the <child' s education, understanding the correl ati on bet ween

home environnent and school success, and being aware of

avai |l abl e community resources.

(d) The State Board of Education nay adopt any rul es

necessary to carry out its responsibilities wunder this

Secti on.
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
